A Q uiet M arch In th e N ight—A Single 
Shot

Gen. F. W. Butterfield lmd a very com­ 
plete and interesting diary of the operations 
of a ¡» ortion of (Ton. Hancock’s eorjw (the 
Second) in tliat memorable campaign under 
Gen. Grant toward Richmond. 
It is a faith­ 
ful record, written down every day—some­ 
times after a d eiq » crate battle, while yet on 
the bloody field; sometimes after long niul 
weary marches. 
It is a record of almost onf 
continuous, bloody battle of fifty-one days’ 
duration, tlie corps being under the enemy's 
fire every day of the fifty-one excepting two. 
Following we give extracts which are of 
thrilling interest: 
J Iny 11.—The two armies have been growl­ 
ing nt each other all day, the lines ta n g only 
seventy-live or eighty yards apart, but con­ 
cealed in thick, second growth timtar. 
I re­ 
ceived orders from Gen. Hancock to place a 
six-gun battery in position, on the frontline 
*f battle. I selected n dense growth of small 
pines, where we could work without lieitig 
observed by the ererny. Got the battery in­ 
trenched and dragged the guns in by hand. 
Sharpshooters busy all along the line, with 
heavy cannonading on our right. 
May 12.—At 12 o’clock last night we left 
our position and marched around to the ex­ 
treme left. 
After dumping our knafisacks 
and everything that would make the least 
noise, we quietly and slowly marched through 
thick woods, brush and weeds until an order 
came along the line in a low tone to “ halt; 
make no noise; be as quiet os possible.” The 
corps numtiered then nearly, if not quite, 
:u>,ooo men, and so quiet were they during the 
march that one would scarcely have thought 
that there was more than one regiment in 
motion. Every soldier know that there was 
fun ahead for the morning, and that to make 
the fun more interesting it was absolutely 
necessary to keep perfectly still, in order to 
give us the advantage, and we always liked 
to have the advantage in a fight where our 
lives were at stake, nml we all knew they 
would be in a few hours. 
Gen. Carroll commanded the First brigade 
of the Third division of the Second corps As 
soon as our men were brought to a halt, and 
just as Gen, Carroll and staff had dismounted, 
Gen. Hancock and staif rode up, and they, 
too, dismounted. 
Our men were all in posi­ 
tion. Tht* moon had gone down and the stars 
were shining brightly. 
All put in the time as 
best they could waiting for the signal at break 
of day. Some tried to sleep, some were crack­ 
ing jokes, and others discussing the situation; 
but all spoke in a voice scarcely above a 
whisper. 
AT THE DAWN OF DAY. 
When the first streak of light appeared in 
the eastern horizon Gen . Han cock, who was 
wid e awake n s to what was about to tran s- 
1 ire, asked on e of his staif officers for the 
time. On bein g told that it was 8:45, he told 
Gen . Carroll that he tatter have liis men fall 
in , an d at the same time sen t word to other 
comman d ers to d o the same. 
Our horses 
*to< h1 read y, havin g stood sad d led all n ight. 
We moun ted an d Gen . Carroll, in rather a 
sten torian voice, forgettin g himself /o r the 
momen t, called out to his men : “Fall in !” 
Gen . Han cock spoke up quickly an d said : 
“ Please d on ’t in form the en emy that we are 
comin g, Gen . Carroll.” Soon the men were 
in lin e, an d the ord , r was given to move for­ 
ward as slowly an d silen tly n s possible. 
The lin es of skirmishers were Ilf teen paces 
in fron t of us. 
Slowly, stead ily, but firmly, 
we moved on , each sold ier carryin g eighty 
roun d s of ammun ition . Occasion ally an ofil- 
cer could be heard to ejaculate ill a low but 
emphatic voice “Stead y there, boys; n ot so 
fast; keep quiet." Fin ally the suspen se is 
n f'iken , a sin gle shot is fired . 
The en emy's 
outpost has d iscovered on e of our skirmishers 
through tin* gray morn in g light, an d has tired 
at him an d retreated in hot haste. Our skir­ 
mish lin e halts for a momen t. 
(Hn* first lin e 
of battle comes up with an d join s them. An ­ 
other an d an other shot is fired , an d then the 
lin e of battle is ord ered to move forward 1 
d ouble quick. 
Then several of the en emy's 
outposts are gobbled in ; great con fusion ”is 
heard in our immed iate fron t; the “lon g roll” 
is bein g beaten ; the bugle is soun d in g “to 
arms!" in the en emy’s camp. 
OVER THE LINE OF BREASTWORKS. 
But it is too late. 
The boys in blue have 
been ord ered to charge with fixed bay. n ets. 
< fiver the first lin e of breastworks they'serum* 
bled , an d are in the mid st of the en emy’s 
* amp; they are right timun g their ten ts. The 
surprise is most complete. Some of the en emy 
are on ly half d ressed ; some n ot that, but the 
whole camp; some 7,000 in all, are prison ers 
of war, in clud in g Gen . Jolmston , on e of Gen . 
Early s d ivision comman d ers. 
Man y resisted 
capture, on ly to be bayon eted or shot. Sev­ 
eral batteries of artillery also fell in to our 
han d s. 
I met Gen . John ston as he was passin g over 
his own fortification s on his way to our rear 
a prison er and he asked me whose troops 
these were. I told him they were Gen . Han ­ 
cock's, an d he said: “It was the mitst gallan t
